Nuyttens said that persons who 
now stand for and those against 
the proposal to convert the 34 square 
mile township into a- fourth class 
city would have a chance to be 
heard during the meeting. How- 
ever,, the meeting will not be al- 
lowed to get out of balance with 
views of all those on one side over- 
powering opposite ideas. Gilbert 
Elsfelder, president of the Subdivi- 
sion Association will preside at the 
meeting. 



Residents of the Fox Lake Hills 
area. Monday night took a poke at 
the County Board of Review over 
the 1,600 tax evaluation protests 
filed from Lake Villa Township 
and called upon the board to "quit 
using Lake Villa for a smokescreen 
to hide your own inadequacies." 

Spokesman for the Fox Lake Hills 
Property Owners Assn., Mrs. Julia 
Chonis, said that the meeting Mon- 
day was a closed board meeting 
attended by about 12 persons, the 
committee heads of that group. The 
association is the representative 
group of the home owners in the 
fast growing subdivision in far 
western Lake Villa township. 

"WE RESENT BEING called 'tax 
gripers'," Mrs. Chonis said. "A tax 
griper is one who complains unjust- 
ly and constantly. We feel we are 
exercising our rights as citizens and 
taxpayers. 1 " 

If more than 3,000 protest their 
assessments in the county, there 
must be some inequities, the associa- 
tion -feels. 

Only two waivers had been re- 
ceived in the area this week, both 
calling for degraded house values 
and upgrade land values. One total 
was reduced $2,600. and one dimin- 
ished by only $130. . 

More than 200 have been re- 



turned by residents', in other parts 
of the townships. The association 
will wait until more .waivers 
are received before attempting to 
advise its members on whether' to 
sign or reject the county, solution 
to the problem. , 

HOWEVER, THE association did 
pose a question about the waivers 
asking what provisions have been 
made in changing the figures agreed 
upon by the taxpayer and " the 
county in following years since the 
assessment in question is a quad- 
rennial figure. 

Residents of the area are highly 
indignant over what they call the 
county board's continual efforts to 
make it appear the protesting citi- 
zens are causing delay in tax bills 
being sent out. 

"How can we who protest be re- 
sponsible for late tax bills wher 
some assessments have not been 
published yet?" Mrs. Chonis said 
She noted that the association is stir 
watching for publication of nearby 
Grant Township valuations. 

The association also charged thai 
publicity from the daily newspaper 
in Waukegan gives only the count;- 
side of the tax question and Wauke- 
gan residents do not hear the posi 
tion of the residents of the western 
part of the county.

LV Township Threats 
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Main St Angle 
Parking Out 

Angle parking will be eliminated 
on Antioch's Main St. as soon as- 
parking meter posts can be changed. 

That action was assured Tuesday 
night when village officials noted 
that the present system contributes 
to snarled traffic. When eliminated 
the traffic may be speeded by as 
much as 20 per cent. 

THE VILLAGE WILL lose about 
seven parking meter stalls as a re- 
sult of the change recommended by 
Edgar Simonsen, street superintend- 
ent, and Walter Scott, police chief. 

The Antioch News suggested such 
a change two months ago. 



Lake Villa Township will send 
a strongly-wowied written note to 
the county Supervisor of Assess- 
ments voicing disapproval of his 
handling of township tax assess- 
ments. 

Also an attorney will be hired for 
a special meeting on April 28 to 
find out if any legal action can be 
taken against the supervisor and the 
board of review. 

A COMMITTEE OF Ed Tiede, 
Reeves Loomis and George Sebala 
was nominated to contact John Wil- 
liams, the township attorney, and 
present the case to him. It will be 
up to this committee to secure ser- 
vices of another attorney if Williams 
can not accept the job. 

That was the outcome of the an- 
nual town meeting of Lake Villa 
Township Tuesday night after reg- 
ular business involving a Jbudget 
discussion was taken care of.w 

Edward Tiede, township Juper- 
visor, recommended that the ap- 
propriation on the budget be made 
this year at about the same level as 
last year but that the levy should be 
raised by about $5,000. He reported 
that the town or general fund is low 
because of the elimination of the 
township collector's office last year. 
The township received approximate- 
ly $5,000 in excess commissions from 
this office. 

THE LEVIES HAVE been set at 



$22,000 for the general fund, $11,000 
for the general assistance or poor 
relief fund, and $10,000 for the li- 
brary fund. 

It was stressed at the 'meeting 
that just because the levy is set at 
a certain amount does not neces- 
sarily mean that they must spend 
that amount. 

Other factors in arranging for a 
levy are non-payment of taxes and 
the collection fee charged by the 
county. This means that the town- 
ship never collects the total amount 
of the levy. 

IT WAS ALSO explained that a 
township cannot spend more than is 
appropriated. It then follows that 
the levy must be lower or equal to 
the appropriation, the township was 
told. 

A resolution was passed to trans- 
fer $3,000 from the poor fund to 
the general fund. This will carry 
the general fund until such time as 
the tax money begins to come in. 
Without the transfer the township 
could possibly have been forced into 
tax anticipation warrants. 

It was also decided to publish 
the supervisor's report in booklet 
form and mail to all tax paying 
residents of the township. This 
will give the people an itemized 
account of where their money goes. 



Official Suggests 4-Lane Road For 
Main St. In Reply To Repair Query 



Letters sent to almost every legis- 
lator and road official are beginning 
to bear fruit for Antioch's attempts 
to get repairs made to Rt, 21-83 
which is the village's main street. 

Replies to the letters written dur- 
ing March were read at Tuesday's 
village board meeting and promises 
of assistance ranged from the intro- 
duction of the problem to proper 
state officials to a proposal to make 
Main St. through town a 4-lane 
roadway. 

THE LETTERS were written after 
last month's meeting at which the 
terrible condition of the pavement 
was a topic of discussion. The most 
promising letter for aid was re- 
ceived from D. C. Magowan, Elgin, 
a district engineer for the state 
highway department. 

He 'suggested that the village at- 
tempt to secure property for right- 
of-ways and also to get a reaction 
of the people on removal of trees 



and the limiting of sidewalks along 
the way. If the board would pass a 
resolution approving further plans 
he outlined, Magowan promised to 
recommend the expansion of the 
roadway to the state. 

The engineer noted that at pre- 
sent right-of-way for Rt. 21 in the 
village varies between 50-52-53-66 
and 78 feet. A uniform distance 
would have to be secured for the 
new road. He noted also that per- 
haps a median strip would be built 
in the center of the road parking be 
eliminated and that many trees 
would have to be cut in order to 
make way for the project he sug- 
gested. 

THE BOARD TOOK no action on 
a resolution as Magowan asked but 
vowed to not relax efforts on its 
own to get the state to schedule re- 
surfacing for the street. Letters will 
be sent to all who answered the

ties and the ways out of the prob- .* 
lem will show that this is the most 
economical path. 

The figure to be chosen Wednes- 
day night is less than the bonding 
limit allowed by law. The current 
Antioch tax assessments are report- 
ed for 1958 arid are used but the 
board has to 'use old assessments for 
the part of the district lying within 
Lake Villa and Newport Townships. 
Tax protests arc the reason for 
holding up final figures, the board 
says. 

; In. all financial planning, the 
board has considered a maximum of 
student growth and needs and a 
minimum of valuation of property. 
For example the latter years of the 
bond retirement schedule have 
been figured on the estimated valua- 
tion of 1960. 

IT IS EXPECTED that under the 
bonding structure chosen, the aver- 
age increase to a taxpayer will be 
17% cents -per $100 valuation and 
the costs are to be retired over 15 
years. The maximum increase in 
the individual .tax bill will be 26 
cents for two years and will dimin- 
ish to a low of 8 cents as the bonds 
near final payment dates. 

To the taxpayer, the amount will 
represent an average increase over 
present high school taxes of §14 R£r / 
year on an $8,000 home. 

The 15 year retirement plan was 
decided to bo best because of the 
amount of interest it would save 
over longer plans. Of the $1.7 fig- 
ure, $546,000 will go as interest. 
Alternative plans were considered 
but. as the length of time for amor- 
tisation . increased, .interest rates 
increased more 'rapidly. 

THE VOTERS WILL vote on one 
two part question' on the May ballot 
— whether to or not to allow the 
bond sale at the quoted figure and 
to purchase the 50 acre property at 
the corner of Deep Lake and Loon 
Lake Rds. for $20,000. The board 
holds an option on that property at 
present. 

If approved, the new building 
can be expected to be started by 
about Aug. 1 and it will take two 
years to complete. It would be 
hoped that some classes could be in 
the school in the fall of 1060 for 
projected enrollment at the pres- 
ent building would be more than 
200 students over capacity. 

The building will be designed for 
an 1,800 student population but the 
first phase is for about 900 students. 
However, the first phase includes 
a complete school building with all 
special areas such as cafeteria, li- 
brary, etc., built for the maximum 
Size. The second phase would be 
only for classroom additions. 

THE SCHOOL DISTRICT still is 
paying bonds for the addition made 
to the present building in 1951. That 
addition was built for 200 students 
at a cost of some $700,000. 

Decision to build a new school 
building on "bargain" property was 
made after recommendations by the 
Citizens' Advisory Council, a 40- 
member group that has been study- 
ing the problem for more than a 
year. It was the feeling of that 
group that another addition to the 
present school would at best be only 
a stop-gap measure and in the long

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Governor Stratton has set a target date of late summer for 
letting contracts on seven dams on the Fox River. This! is. port 'of; his 
program to add to. water recreational purposes in the area. 

. Part one of the plan- is for immediate construction of the dams 
plus a master plan for the long-range development of the river and 
money for boat, launching and picnic areas along the various pools 
created by the dams. 

Phase two Is for continuation of construction of dams in ac- 
cordance with me master plan, together with access area. 

Luckily, the Fox River Development Commission has not re- 
commended immediate construction of locks or boat lifts in the 
seven dams. But these will be provided in the master plan and will be 
added as other dams are constructed and all pools brought up to 
navigation levels. 

Aside from benefits to a handful of boat owners, the possibility 
of flood control and perhaps a few picnic sites for residents of the 
immediate area seem to be about the only other persons to benefit 
from this gigantic project. 

Do not discount the flood control item but it does, seem that 
this project could very well be tabled for a later date— much later, 
date — while the state spends its money on a few more important 
projects, such as rebuilding of that terrible Rt. 21-83. 

So Maybe Ya Don't Know 
How To Speak Poifectly 

An unique experiment was tried at the University of Illinois 
Chicago division recently in an attempt to train all students better 
in the use of the English language. 

A yellow slip ballot was supplied to all faculty members. It was 
about three inches wide and six inches long, . printed on violently 
yellow paper and gummed on its back edge for quick affixing to 
badly written papers in departments other than English. At the top 
was announced in bold, embarrassing capitals: "THE ENGLISH IN 

This paper is, not acceptable." 

Below, with ballot-like squares which could be quickly checked 
by a busy instructor, were three alternative choices. The first read: 
"It appears to be the result of carelessness. In the future I will 
expect you to write with more care." 

The second was more harsh: "The English in this paper is so 
poor that your grade has been lowered. It would pay you to write 
with more care." 

The third choice reads: "You should take this paper to your 
instructor in Rhetoric and discuss your writing problems with him. 
If you are not enrolled in Rhetoric, see the Rhetoric department 
secretary who will arrange for you an appointment with a Rhe- 
toric teacher. Do this within the next week; then return this paper 
to me."

An English professor observes that the method is used because 
students do not write any better than they have to. And often they 
have a double set of standards for their writing. The better one 
they use in their composition class. The other they use in all other 
classes where they think they can get away with it. Usually they can. 

The unusual educational procedure points up the fact that we 
do not know, or seem to care to know, the English language. Few 
there are out of school who give even a second thought to their 
English usage. And with no checks such as has the student, people 
murder their speech. 

It would be surprising to every person if he could be given a 
test — for it would reveal not only how badly he mangles the lan- 
guage but also how much he does not know about it. 

It's best to. remember that half the people aren't interested 
in your personal troubles, while the other half are glad you're get- 
ting what you deserve.

Those construction facts were im- 
portant to the Lake! Villa Village 
Board J meeting Monday night as 
they reviewed a building Hpermit 
which would allow the first prefab- 
ricated home, to be constructed in 
the community.^ 

!■ The $11,000 ihome is under con- 
struction at the Allendale School for 
Boys by National Homes, ; Inc., un- 
der the contract awarded to Robert 
Heinz of Mundelein. 

MEMBERS OF THE village board 
came to a deadlock in voting to 
allow the building permit because of 
a wall partition which is supported 
by 2x2 studs instead of 2x4 as speci- 
fied in the building ordinance. 
However, a battery of engineers and 
lawyers presented' the National 
Homes' case in attempting to prove 
that in strength, the thin wall con- 
forms to code requirements. One 
engineer presented results of com- 
pany tests on the walls which Trus- 
tee Anthony Sciacero noted were 
"the most complete" ever to be pre- 
sented to the board. 

The engineer said that besides 
simulated door slammings, the com* 
pany has performed^ comparable 
tests on wind strengths. An aver- 
age wind exerts a pressure of 15 
pounds per square inch on a wall 
surface in which the walls in ques- 
tion stand up under very well. The 
test involved a 25 pound bag of sand 
as the equal of the wind. 

FURTHER, THE engineer said, 
tests took the panel to the breakage 
level which is the equivalent of 70 
pound sandbag. That's 2% times 
the average wind pressure, he 
noted. 

Locked at 3-3 on whether to allow 
the permit, Village President Ervin 
Barnstable broke the tie with a 
yea vote because "I'm curious about 
the new building."

Ordinance May 
Conflict With 
U. S. Constitution 



An ordinance on the village books 
may be in conflict with the Consti- 
tution. 

Though not enforced because 
there is no need for it, the law 
makes it unlawful to construct or 
maintain a barbed wire fence along 
the street line of any property 
where there is a board or plank 
sidewalk. 

BUT, IF A PERSON refuses to 
remove the fence, the village may 
authorize someone to come on the 
property and remove it. The 
fourth and fifth amendments to the 
Constitution provide for protection 
of property against search and seiz- 
ure, except for just cause and for 
payment for property taken. The 
ordinance does not. 

However, Clarence Shultis, village 
clerk, notes there is not much dan- 
ger, of anyone being arrested or hav- 
ing property violated for there are 
no more barbed wire fences along 
the street lines.

not here to speak for themselves, 
thus enabling some. people to twist 
thefacts, and keep their own char- 
acters above reproach. *\. 

The teachers' solution to the prob- 
lem has been to leave, j This turn- 
over ratio over 10 per cent is harm- 
ful to a school system. The facts 
show; that for the past; five years 
over 21 per cent: of the teachers; 
have departed and if this trend con- 
tinues to next fall over 25 per cent 
will have left. There are only six 
classroom teachers 'presently at thn 
high school who have been there for 
oyer four years. Primarily the 
cause of this mass departure is not 
for monetary reasons, and this ex- 
odus is obviously harmful to the 
education of the students. 

WHY DO THE teachers leave? 
Privately the teachers who have left 
will give the real reasons for their 
leaving. However, as they need the 
recommendation of the administra- 
tion to secure another position, they 
have not been free to publicize the 
internal strife and discord. Those 
teachers who have expressed their 
opinions to expose these conditions 
have received quick and lasting re- 
taliation by the administration. 

What are some of these condi- 
tions? The administration's support 
of the teachers in many areas is non- 
existent. There is a definite lack 
of help given by the administration 
in discipline problems, especially 
with those involving beginning 
teachers. A letter concerning this 
was recently submitted to the 
School Board by a beginning teacher 
who has been dismissed because of 
this very problem. She had followed 
the administration's policies in dis- 
cipline procedures. Why did she 
not receive help when she needed it? 

OTHER PROBLEMS that exist 
include the following: The use of a 
non-published textbook In a basic 
subject is insisted upon by the ad- 
ministration, a book which, in the 
opinion of many, is completely in- 
adequate. Also, teachers must con- 
tinually defend their actions to the 
administration and when they have 
problems many are left to deal with 
them alone. Then, too, the last 
time an effort was made to try and 
bring school problems into the open, 
the teachers were severely repri- 
manded for engaging in school poli- 
ties. Now, when the school refer- 
endum is being pushed and the 
teachers have indicated a desire to 
help, no disapproval has been voiced 
by the administration. 

' If the taxes are going to be raised 
to the limit to build a. new school, 
is a new building going to solve the 
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problems with which we are faced? 
So many complaints *re being 
voiced and ! so much dissatisfaction 

is being indicated with the high 
school, that we should look first to 
the ! solution of this dissatisfaction 
before erecting another building 
that would house the : same prob- 
lems, ■ ■' , •'•.-, ;. v .'■„ •- ' 

'Undoubtedly j an attempt will be 
made to whitewash these comments. 
This has [been done with all, past 
attempts to get public clarification 
of the situation.'- However, to those 
who actually know the problems a 
whitewash attempt would be futile. 

A classic commentary of Antioch 
High School has been made by a 
teacher who was, dismissed, from 
here for exercising the right of free 
speech,, and who is now an assistant 
professor at a college, "Being fired 
from Antioch is tantamount to a 
recommendation." The time for the 
problems to be solved is now, and 
public interest is a step in the right 
direction.

School Elections On Saturday, 
Interest High In Some Districts 



On the eve of school elections 
across the area on Saturday, a group 
in Antloch* has come out with 
charges against the administration 
at Antloch Township High School. 

The group is composed of present 
and former teachers at the high 
school and of some parents. Edward 
Cassidy, whose wife is presently a 
teacher at the school, and Robert 
Chandler, a former teacher and a 
candidate for the school board, are 
spokesmen for the group. 

IN A LETTER to The Antioch 
News, tihey outlined several rea- 
sons why they believe teachers 
leave the high school. The letter 
containing their charges is on page 
2 of the newspaper. 

Chandler told The Antloch News 
that his race is a protest over con- 
ditions at the school. He has been 
defeated for a school board post 
once before after his ouster as a 
teacher on three charges. Chandler 
complains of the situation of teach- 
ers in not having a defense to 
charges issued by the administra- 
tion of the school and claims the 
school board really doesn't know 
how bad conditions are. 

There are four persons running 
for the three posts to be vacant on 
the board. Besides Chandler, Dr. 
Richard Ripley has filed for the job 
and Mrs. Ruth Seyfarth and Arthur 
Seekatz are seeking to return to 
their posts. 

CASSIDY, ONE OF the letter 
authors, claims that the letter con- 
tains only a partial list of charges 
that can be proven against the pre- 
sent high school situation and that 
he is prepared to back up his claims 
if anyone is interested in bringing 
the situation "out in the open". 

Polls at most schools will be open 
from noon to 7 p.m. 

In other parts of the area, voters 
will go to the polls at their respect- 
ive grade schools to elect board 
'members for each district. Contests 
are in Grass Lake where six persons 
are seeking the three offices, at 
Antioch Grade School with five 
seeking the. three posts up, at Chan- 
nel Lake with four persons running 
and at Lake Villa where four per- 
sons are after the three vacancies. 

At Grass Lake interest is said 
to be sparked by plans of the PTA 
to send students to. Springfield to 
see the legislature in action. There 
is opposition to the plan because of 
the liability the school assumes. 

RUNNING AT GRASS Lake are 
incumbents Wayne Barker and 
Frank Bcnes, Jr., and aspirants 
Lawrence Schultz, James Ferrier, 
George Pierce and Michael Woj- 
nowiak.

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Lists Noted 
Persons Who 
Died in 1958 

Between the launching of the first 
U. S. Satellite and the overthrow of 
Cuban dictator Fulgencio Batista, 
the year 1958 saw the deaths of 
many notable persons. 

Some of those whose names are 
listed in The World Book Encyclo- 
pedia Yearbook were famous when 
they died — others were forgotten. 

THE DEATHS OF Tyrone Power, 
Mike Todd and Ronald Colman 
made the headlines. Less well 
known perhaps was Albert Smith, 
the inventor of the Vitagraph, one 
of the first successful motion-pic- 
ture projectors. Most of the. public 
may not have recognized the name 
of entertainer Maude Nugent when 
she died. But they probably have 
heard of /'Sweet Rosie^ O'Grady," 
one of the songs she composed. 

The sports world lost Mel Ott, who 
hit 511 home runs for the New York 
Giants, ranking third among base- 
ball greats. Baseball also lost Leon 
Cadore, the Brooklyn Dodger 
pitcher who hurled all 26 innings in 
the longest game in major league 
history in 1920. 

WHILE THE MUSIC world sang 
the blues for W. C. Handy, Tin Pan 
Alley noted the passing of Canadian- 
born Alfred Bryan, who wrote the 
lyrics for "Peg O' My Heart" and 
"There's Danger in Your Eyes, 
Cherie." Another composer who 
died was British-born William Har- 
ling, who wrote the U. S. Military 
Academy's official march "West 
Point Forever." 

Nationalist China lost a friend in 
General Claire Chennault, whose 
"Flying Tigers" made history over 
China during World War JL Clyde 
Pangborn, who flew from Tcikyo to 
Washington state in 1931 to make 
the first non-stop Pacific flight, 
passed away. And while East and 
West were launching their missiles, 
the producer of the first rocket- 
powered aircraft, Germany's Ernst 
Heinkel, died. 

Glamorous women around the 
world will long remember French 
fashion designer Lucien Lelong. 
While Frederick Wierk is immor- 
talized by the un glamorized quonset 
huts he designed for World War H 
servicemen. 

In a class by himself was Javier 
Pereira, a Colombian Indian who 
claimed to be 167-years-old in 1956 
when he visited the U. S. New 
York doctors, however, were more 
conservative — they said he w as "per- 
haps" more than 150-years-old.

]] jThe Knickerbocker Club^ formed 
in 1845, was the first regular base- 
ball organization. And.; lii their 
third season, the members donned 
blue and white uniforms to become 
the first team uniformly outfitted. 
, A BREACH OF BASEBALL eti- 
quette made Al Reach the first paid 
ball player. In 1864, it was consid- 
ered unethical for a player to 
"jump" 1 from one team to another. 
Beach, however, deserted the Brook- 
lyn Atlantics when he was offered 
money by the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics. 

Five years later, the Cincinnati 
Red Stockings turned professional 
and became the first salaried team. 

IN THOSE DATS, baseball was 
far from the gentlemanly game the 
Knickerbockers had played. A play- 
er might leave the field bleeding or 
unconscious after stopping a fast 
ball, but he refused to baby himself 
by wearing protective equipment. 

In 1875, however, Charles Waite, 
first baseman for Boston, put on a 
glove — flesh-colored, so die fans 
wouldn't notice it. A. G. Spalding 
finally wore a dark brown glove, 
adding stuffing to it a little at a 
time. 

THE FIRST CATCHER'S mask 
was developed in 1878 for a Harvard 
player who preferred being called a 
sissy to having his fine Barrymore 
profile smashed.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 
DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, COUNTY OF LAKE, 
ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: Central Standard 
Time shall be the official time with- 
in the Village of Antioch for the 
transaction of all Village business, 
except that from two o'clock A. M. 
on Sunday, the 26th day of April, 
1959, official time for the Village 
shall be advanced one hour and at 
two A. M. on the last Sunday in 
October, 1959 such official time 
shall, by the retarding of one hour, 
be returned to Central Standard 
Time. All legal or official business 
thereof shall be regulated as to time 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this section and when by ordinance, 
resolution or action of any munici- 
pal officer or body an Act must be 
performed at or within a prescribed 
time, it shall be performed accord- 
ing to the official time as herein 
prescribed. 

SECTION 2: All clocks or other 
time pieces in or upon any public 
buildings or other premises main- 
tained at the expense of the Village 
shall be set and operated according 
to the official time as provided in 
the preceding section. 

SECTION 3: All persons residing 
within the Village ,and all persons, 
firms or corporations doing business 
within the Village are hereby re- j 
quested to set and operate any and 
all clocks and timepieces under] 
their control within the Village in 
accordance with the official time 
as herein provided. 

SECTION 4: This Ordinance 
shall be in force and effect from and 
after its passage and approval.

"WHAT'S WRONG with our pres- 
ent tax structure?" you may ask. . 
■The answer is that the present 
two sources of tax income — property 
tax and sales tax— —are not a com- 
pletely fair means of taxation. 

Let me take the property tax as 
an example. 

There is general agreement that 
by and large the property tax has 
gone about as higlx as it safely can 
go. Our present fax structure is 
based on the state constitution of 
1848 when property was easily seen 
and taxation on property was a sen- 
sible means of taxation. Things ,are 
much different in 1959 than they 
were in 1848. 

LET ME GIVE you a few exam- 
ples of the hardships a property tax 
works: 

1. A young couple which pays 
$500 down on a $25,000 home has 
to pay taxes as if they completely 
owned that home. 

2. A retired couple which has 
saved enough during their lives to 
own a small home but have very 
little income must pay as much 
property tax as those who earn an 
income. 

3. A farmer must pay the same 
tax whether he has a total crop 
failure or a record harvest. The 
same holds true of a businessman. 

4. The man who holds $100,000 
in stocks and bonds is probably 
paying considerably less in personal 
property taxes than is the farmer 
who owns $10,000 worth of equip- 
ment. Stocks and bonds are almost 

■ impossible to assess. But it's pretty 
hard for a farmer to hide a pig or 
a cow or a tractor. 

5. Because of inequalities in as- 
sessments, inevitably there will be 
great inequalities in payment of 
taxes. 

THE PROPERTY TAX originally 
was based on the idea that there is 
a close relationship between prop- 
erty and income. In 1848 this was 
propably a valid assumption. In 
1959 it is not. 

The sales tax in Illinois contains 
probably even greater inequities 
than the property tax. For the 
most part, the essentials of living are 
taxed while many of the luxuries 
are not. 

Most people who have studied our 
Illinois tax structure feel we need 
a drastic overhauling. Part of this 
overhauling process sooner or later 
will mean a state income tax. 

If it comes — and it won't for a 
few years — it will probably be a 
small percentage of your federal

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As A Shopper; Women To Learn 
How To Use Better ^Buymanship' 



Merchants know more about you 
as a shopper than you know your- 
self and so buymanship is as import- 
ant as salesmanship. 

That's why women In the Antloch 
area next month will be paying 
special* attention to courses given 
by the extension service of the Home 
Economics Dept. of the Illinois Col- 
lege of Agriculture. They'll learn 
how to save money on the most 
costly thing in the family's budget — 
food. 

THE COURSES WILL be given 
during the months of March and 
April throughout the county and 
will tip women on at least 10 meth- 
ods of getting more from the food 
dollar. Included will be hints on 
meal planning and proper shopping. 

Some of the points of stress will 
Include: 

1. Use meal plans and 'a shop- 
ping list to buy only the best for 
your family and only the things that 
are needed. 

2. Keep posted on market news 
for good buys. Make purchases 
when quality is high and price is 
low. 

3. Think in terms of cost per 
pound or pint instead of cost per 
item, per can, bottle or package. 

4. Larn to prepare a wide 
variety of foods well and remember 
that a meal that is poorly prepared 
and served and not eaten can only 
mean a waste of money. 

5. Selection of a grocery store 
and food items to fit the purse and 
needs. Special services — such as 
charge accounts, special premiums/ 
extra processing and fancy packag- 
ing — will cost more. 

ARMED WITH THESE hints and 
cautions, the women will hear fur- 
ther points on economical buying of 
foods the family needs. An item by 
Item breakdown will show some 
women some surprising things 
which, with just a little thought, 
will save them money. 

Items like milk, for example, come 
in many kinds and prices vary. 
Fresh milk is tasty and usually the 
most desirable form for drinking — 
however, it costs' more than any 
other form of milk. 

Fermented milk, such as butter- 
milk, sells for a few cents less than 
fresh milk. And for cooking, canned 
milk when mixed with an equal 
amount of water, tastes just as good 
and may cost from 10 to 15 percent 
less than fresh milk. 

BUT IF YOU really want to save 
on milk, you can use dried milk 
forms for cooking and baking. It 
will slfve you about 25 percent on 
milk costs. 

However, the homemakers will 
be cautioned, it is not wise to cut 
costs of milk if you cut down the 
amount of milk the family needs. 

THE INSTRUCTION wntniovron* 
to fruits-artik vegetables "and com- 
pare fresh, frozen, canned and dried 
fruits and vegetables.

Know that high quality fruits jand 
vegetables' are heavy in proportion 
to their size — therefore, the largest 
is not necessarily the best. ^Lower 
quality fruits and vegetables 1 ' show- 
ing signs of spoilage have a^ greater 
percentage of waste and therefore 
even at lower prices may no| be. a 
good buy. ,i

Bby fresh produce when in season 
and abundant supply. Best buys 
in .canned and frozen fruits and 
vegetables come when there is a sur- 
plus at the end of the year just be- 
fore the new pack comes in. 

MEATS, FISH AND eggs most 
certainly fool people when It comes 
to buying. A section of the course 
devoted to these items includes 
hints on buying and preparing to 
get the most for the dollar. 

In buying meat, the shopper must 
look further than just cost per 
pound, but per edible portion. You 
should give boneless meats about 
Va pound per serving; some bone 
meats % pound per serving and bony 
meat should run % to 1 pound per 
serving. 

As with most other items, supply 
and demand controls price in meats. 
A buyer should know that beef is. 
the best buy in April and May and 
October and November; pork in 
November, December and early 
spring; lamb In August and Septem- 
ber and poultry in April, May and 
June. Eggs are most plentiful from 
March to June. 

A caution to buy heavier weight 
birds because they provide more 
meat in proportion to bone struc- 
ture than the lighter ones, and fish 
as an excellent source of protein 
and has little waste. Gals may be 
urged to get them some fishing gear 
because they will be taught that fish 
from local waters are least expen- 
sive. 

IN GENERAL, shoppers will be 
advised that there are several rules 
which will help in buying all items. 
They include: 

Keep food records so that you will 
know how much you are spending 
and where you can make the best 
use of your food money. The way 
super-markets are set up, not all 
items you buy are food; for exam- 
ple, cigarettes, washing and clean- 
ing supplies and facial tissues. 

Buying foods in larger amounts if 
you have adequate storage facilities 
is an excellent way to save money. 

Produce and preserve some of 
your own food. Home-grown food is 
not free food, because it costs you 
in time to prepare and to produce. 
And you can not prepare some as 
safely and cheaply as food produc- 
ers, such as milk pasteurization, 
freezing and storage of meat. 

Buy foods with nutritional 
value in proportion to__ their costs. 
Up-to-date preparation can get 
even more out. of the food dollar. 



Self-employed Must 
File SS Tax Returns 

Self-employed persons are re- 
minded by Bernard Barnett, district 
manager of the Waukegan social se- 
curity office to report their earnings 
for social security purposes with 
their income tax returns. General- 
ly, these reports must be filed with 
Internal Revenue Service by April 
15. 

Any person engaged in a trade,, 
business, or profession covered by 
social security who has $400 or 
more net profit from his business 
must report this income for social 
security purposes. Also, he must 
pay the 1958 social security self-em- 
ployment tax on his net earnings on 
earnings up to $4,200 for 1958. The 
tax rate for self-employed persons 
on 1958 earnings is 3% per cent. 

BARNETT ALSO reminded self- 
employed persons that the payment 
of the social security tax is manda- 
tory and not voluntary. Often a 
self-employed person may have 
enough exemptions to result in his 
not owing any income tax, yet the 
net earnings from his business arc 
$400 or more, so he must pay the 
social security self-employment tax. 

For further information regarding 
social security tax questions, con- 
sult the nearest Internal Revenue 
Service Office. For information re- 
garding old-age, survivors, and dis- 
ability benefits, contact the social 
security office at Waukegan.
